Tho Torpedo Station. 


The following 
interesting 
arlh-lo, 


giving tho history and business of tho 
rorpedd Station, was prepared by one 


>f tho unicorn of tho Station for dlslrl- 
liullou among the traHicrs who assi'in- 
Idcd thiire last week. 
It contains much 


that will prove of interest lo our read- 
ers: 


Tho Torpedo Station Was established 


on Goat Island, in tho Harbor of Now- 
port, In tho summer of IfUIH, occupation 
[if tho Island by tho Navy Department 
boing authorl/.od by tho Sccrotary of 
of War on July -2111)1 of thai year. This 
Island, the Indian naino 01 which Is 
"Nantl-Sinonk," was purchased from 
Iho Indians .May 2'2, HIW. alid was sub- 
sequently sold to tlio Colony of Khode 
Island and Providence Plantations by 
Benedict Arnold. 


In 1701, tho Assembly voted £1110 for 


Iho building of a forl on tho Island, nam- 
ing the work Korl Anno. 
In 17:10, II 


became Forl Goorgo. In 177-1, tho As- 
sembly ordered Fort Goorgo disman- 
tled and tho guns soul to Providence 
for safety. During tho War of tho 
Revolution it was called Fort Liberty 
by tho Americans, although the Kng- 
lish, during their occupation of New- 
port, returned tho old name of Fort 
[ioorgo. In 178-1, it was named Fort 
Washington, and, In I7IW, Fort Wolcott, 
to commemorate the 
Revolutionary 


service of Governor Oliver Wolcott. 


During tlio War of the Itobolllon 


Goat Island was occupied by the Naval 
Academy. Two frigates, tho Constitu- 
tion and the Santee wore moored noar 
tho shore, and were used as quarters 
for midshipmen. 


At the tlmo of the founding of the 


Torpedo Station, there woro on Goal 
Island a one-story building, formerly 
tho army barracks, and a number of 
small wooden structures, whloh had 
been erected for tho use of the Naval 
Academy. Tho barrack building was 
ntili/ed for class rooms for olllcors, and 
for laboratories. What Is known as 
Storehouse No. 2, built principally of 
tho material obtained from tho tempo- 
rary buildings llrst montlonod, was 
used as a storehouse and machine shop. 
Between 1B7I and 1874, the .Station ex- 
perienced Its greatest .material expan- 
sion, tho storehouse, tlio machine shop, 
(lie cottages for olllcors, the chemical 
laboratory being erected, and tho old 
barracks rebuilt Into quarters and of- 
fices for tho Inspector in charge.

Torpedo Station has been occupied by 
the experimental solution of a great va- 
riety of technical problems effecting Iho 
naval service. 


Of tho various forms of torpedoes do- 


vised or tested at the Station there Isno 
end. 
Tho spar torpedo, operated from < 


launches or oven larger craft, has been 
studied and perfected In all Its parts. 
From the cumbersome cast iron shell 
filled witli gunp-iwdor has been evolv- 
ed the small and compact sheet Iron 
case carrying gun-cotton of more than 
double power. 


Kxplosion by percussion has given 


place to explosion by means of oleetric- 
ily either on contact or at will.

transferred elsewhere are only dealt 
with here as a moans of instructing our 
officers and men in the nature of the 
-jlistructions they aro likely lo encoun- 
ter in an enemy's port. They are an- 
chored in the channel, usually connect^ 
oil witli the shore through submarine 
cables, and fired by electricity when 
struck by a ship striving to force her 
way in. Prior to their removal to Wil- 
lets Point, many appliances for their 
use were invented or improved here. It 
will suffice to refer to tho Indicator and 
(Jut-out(designed by Lt. Comdr. Con- 
verse) an instrument which is mounted 
on shore and which rings a. bell to call 
the attention of the operator whenever 
the cable leaks or the circuit is broken 
and which fires the mine when struck, 
at the same time showing on a dial the' 
number of the mine exploded and 
br«aking. for a moment, the circuits of 
all neighboring milieu which might be 
fired through the commotion of the wa- 
ter. 


Another form of torpedo Is known as 


the "controlled torpedo." It carries 
its own motive power, is propelled by 
an engine and steered fcom the starting 
point by electricity. The exemplar is 
the Lay, so called after its inventor, of 
which three specimens have been tried 
at the station. Mr. Ericsson has also 
entered this field and sent hero a tor- 
pedo driven and controlled by compres- 
sed air convoyed through a flexible 
tube which is dragged by .the torpedo. 


The Whitehead torpedo, adopted by 


all the navies of the world, except our 
own, is self propelled, but it is not con- 
trolled. I trims at a set depth below 
the water and must be launched in the 
right direction to ensure a hit. An 
experimental torpedo of the same na- 
ture was planned and constructed hero 
in 1870. Of like type and scope are tho 
Howell and the Hall torpedoes, Hie one 
driven by the energy stored up in a 
heavy revolving'disc, the latter, like 
tho Whitehead, by compressed air. 


Submarine projectiles, actuated by 


the burningof a rocket composition, 
have also been studied hero and a sub- 
merged gun provided. 


It was through tlio Torpedo Station 


that electricity was Introduced into Hie 
navy. The apparalus for test and ex- 
periment is quite comploto, Including 
steam generators and engines, dynamos 
of various makes nnd a tolerably woll 


equippedolcclik-al lab.irntory, to which 
heavy currents are conveyed by ade- 
quate underground conductors.

Tho use of high explosives in naval 


wnrfnro has been the constant object of 
experiment, 
Nitro-glycorino, 
dyna- 


mite, explosive gelatine, etc., nnvo 
boon mudo and tested hero, and much 
valuable information brought 
before 


tho nubile. On Koso Island, In the 
middle of Nai-ragansotl Hay, is a bat- 
lory of light guns, whore explosives for 
use In uholls aro tried in small quanti- 
ties 
before passing to the Proving 


Ground lit Annapolis for experiment 
on a larue scale. 


Tho Torpedo Station has three dis- 


tinct functions—experiment, nianufac- 
luro nnd Instruction. 
It assembles the 


arts of all torpedo outllls for vessels— 


although casllngs, etc.. aro secured 
from outside establishment*. 
Us ac- 


tivity In this respect! at any time, de- 
pends upon the iiuinhor of vessels fit- 
ting for sea, 
In addition, It manufac- 


tures all Iho gnn-colton used in the 
navy. Tho nlant for this purpose was 
erected In 1H8I, nnd Is the only regular 
factory in tho country for the manu- 
facture of this wonderfully safe and 
powerful substance. 


Kvcrv year a number of naval officers 


nro ordered to tho-Torpcdo Station for 
three months' Instruction In torpedo 
work, diving, electricity, high-speed 
engines anil the chemistry of explo- 
sives. 
Practice dominates this course, 


and theory only enters so far as Is nec- 
essary. A few membbrs of each class 
rotur'n subsequently for a more extend- 
ed course of instruction. in tho same 
branches. 


Two classes of seamen are practically 


trained hero each year in those sub- 
jects. Tho 
same men receive six 


iiioiithn' additional training In tho gun 
shops of tho Washington Navy Vard, 
and are rated Seamen Gunners. From- 
among their number aro selected the 
specialists of the crow to euro for tho 
now appliances of warfare, such as 
modern guns with their complicated 
carriages and gear, rapid lire guns, gat- 
lings, dynamos for ship lighting,search 
lights, electric motors for pointing tho 
guns, etc., oh-. 


In general terms, nearly all new iip- 


piiaucns, ouUiilo of propelling machin- 
ery and ordnance propo)', pass through 
the Torpedo Station for oi-ltlclim or 
lest iirloi-to adoption Into the Naval 
Service. As a technical and experiment- 
al laboratory for the navy its value is 
great and constantly Increasing,

This was one of the best known of 
he hundreds of sun*;s there wurc shout- 
ed in that memorable) campaign, and 
hat astonished and paralyzed the Dem 
ourats with tlie commotion and enthu- 
siasm whioh they created. It was a 
campaign of songs and poetry and 
cheers. Democrats were called Loco 
"ocos, a name winch was applied in 
1834, from an incident which occurred 
it a meeting of Tammany Hall in New 
York: The lights were extinguished 
by some who wanted to break np the 
nceting, but a faction who favored ox- 
rcme measures relit them with loco 
oco matches, then something of a 
lovelty. For this that faction and ul- 
timately the whole Democratic party 
were called Loco Focos. As early as 
the first of January, 1840, 
the Whig 


poets and rhyrasters began to plant the 
)lows for Old Tippecanoe and against 
the Loco Focos. On New Year's Sve, 
at Aloauy, N. Y., at a great Whig ban- 
quet, this song was sung; and in a few 
weeks Wbigs all over the country had 
caught up the refrain; 


Tune—tht 1'oachers, 


Let Loco Focos rail and rant 
At Currency and banks. 
We're sick of all their empty cant, 


We spurn them f rum our ranks. 


We do riot mind their silly talk, 


Xorhced their idle claims: 


We'll make tho whole banditti walk 
With our hero of tlie Thames! 


The Hero of the Thames, my boys, 
The Hero of the Thames!

Symptom* of the Chicken Cholera. 


The symptoms of cholera are groat 


thirst, a nervous, anxious expression 
and rapid prostration. Its work is done 
quickly, usually killing tho birds in 
twenty-four hours or less. 
When it 


attacks a flock the sick birds must bo 
separated from the others and a thor- 
ough cleaning and disinfection of the 
whole 
premises—yards, 
coops, and 


oven the roosts and 
nests—must bo 


made by sprinkling with water to every 
.gallon of which an ounce of carbolic 
acid is added. Although hundreds of 
remedies havo been proposed, it is 
doubtful if a safe cure has yet been dis- 
covered for this terrible scourge of the 
poultry yards. Tho best mode of treat- 
ing a large Hock of fowls is to allow 
them no drinking water at all, but add 
a toaspooiiful of strong liquid carbolic 


flioid toaquurt of wntev, and use this 


water for mixing the soft food, which 
.^should consist of two pounds of corn- 
meal one pound of parched flour, half 
a pound of fenugreek, and an ounce of 
bread soda. Boil a pound of the inner 
bark of the red oak tree in half a gal- 
lon of water down to a quart. 
Take a 


pound of the mixture, pour in a gill of 
the rod-oak bark decoction, stir it well 
and then add the carbonic water until 
the whole is of the consistency of dough, 
but do not have it too still'. 
Give them 


all they will eat of it; in fact, keep it 
before them all the time. Those that 
do 
not 
cat should 
bo forced 
by 


cramming with a tablcsponnful of the 
mixture twico a day. This will bo ab- 
solutely necessary with turkeys. Give 
no water until tho birds begin to re- 
cover. Then add twenty drops of car- 


Household Hints. 


Salt dissolved in alcohol will remove 


greasu spots from cloth. 


Flour should bo kept in a barrel, wit) 


a Hour scoop to dip it and a sieve to 
sift it with. 


Ceilings that havo been smoked by 


kerosene lamp should be washed ofl 
with soda water. 


Good graham crackers are better foi 


the little one to munch with its trial 
teeth than white biscuits or bread. 


Bent whalebones can be restored and 


used again by simply soaking in water 
and then drying them. 


For bunions, get five cents' worth of 


saltpeter, and put it into R bottle with 
sufficient olive oil to'nearly dissolve it:

joints night and morning, and more 
frequently if painful. 


A dark carpet often looks dirty when 


it does not'noed sweeping. Wring out 
a sponge quite dry in water, (a few 
drops of water help brighten the color) 
and wipe oil tho dust from the carpet.

Good Work for Rainy Days. 


While the potato crop is growing,

When the 1st of April, 18U1 dawuod 


upui] our country, it found us In an ox- 
cileil condition, for seven of the slates 
of tliis)i;i])|)y country hiul already; tlo- 
clnrud UnMiiselvjs independent of the 
uoveriimout of the Union and had com- 
uiuc'd to I'm in a Provisional Ciovora- 
nieiit, and it was well understood that 
four more States were only waiting for 
n pretext to eiij,'iij;o in ihe siiine revolu- 
tionary action. The 'government prop- 
erty in iliesu rebellions States hud been 
seized and appropriated to their own 
use, and it was a doubt in the minds of 
many whether the members of Presi- 
dent fjincoln's Cabinet iiad sullicient 
courage and patriotism to unide the 
ship of State out from the breakers that 
seemed ready to engulf it. 


Fort Siiintor in the harborof Charles- 


ton, S. C., \vas surrounded by batteries 
of the foe which wore ready at any 
moment to open lire upon its walls and 
upon our dear old lla^ that was waving 
so proudly over it. The small band of 
men placed there by thp government 
to protect it were cut otV from re-onforc- 
menis as well as from supplies, but the 
administration at Washington was de- 
termined if possible to throw supplies 
into this fort, and also to re-cuforce 
Fort I'iekens, in the harbor of i'oii»iico- 
la. 
In order to do this a steamer 


called the Star of the West was littcd 
OIK with botli and made the. attempt 
to laud, first at Sumtor. This was the 
signal for hostilities to commence, and 
an attack was therefore made upon this 
ship first, then upon the fort, and con- 
ued thirty hours. At last, when hu- 
man strength could endure no longer, 
our '.'Iniions Hag was lowered before an 
overwhelming force of men under arms. 


This news Hashed 
like 
wild-fire 


through our country, servingas a signal 
to arms, and, as far back as December, 
ISiiti, seeing this trouble brewing, Pres- 
ident James Buchanan was ottered the 
use of our State Militia if they should 
be needed. The President did not see 
fit to accept of the offer, however, and 
again on the 12th of April, ISM, it was 
again made, but this time to good old 
Father Abraham, and our State Secre- 
tary sent a message to the Secretary of 
War, 
saying that Rhode Island would 


do its utmost to assist the government. 
On the 15th of January 
Col. God- 


dard, of the Governor's Stall, arrived 
in Washington and made a formal oifer 
of a thousand infantry am! fa battery 
of artillery at a day's notice. This of- 
fer was very favorably received by 
Gen. Scott, whereupon our Secretary of 
State sent a dispatch to the command- 
ing officer of each military company in 
the State, asking how many men could 
bo furnished from his company at an 
hour's notice, to protect the Capital. 


C'ol. George W. Tow, of our company 


(Newport Artillery), at once sent a 
dispatch offering to furnish a hundred 
men. 
A dispatch was then received by 


the Adjutant General in reply, saying 
"t'repare to proceed to 1'rovulcnce at 
an hour's notice, and from thence to 
Washington." 


The company was ordered in that 


evening for street drill ami after an 
hour ami a half hhtl been spent we 
wore dismissed until further notice. 


When the President issued his proc- 


lamation, calling for 75,000 volunteers 
for three months to protect the City of 
Washington it came like the blast of a 
trumpet, and the North rushed to arms; 
but just previous to this we had receiv- 
ed orders from our colonel that upon 
the receipt of an order from the Gover- 
nor throe reports of the cannon would 
call us together and we would proceed 
at once to the Armory and there wait 
for orders. 


At half-past two, Tuesday afternoon, 


Anril I'ith, while busy at my work, the 
sound of guns was so" plain that none 
could miaUikc its meaning. I 'at once 
laid down my tools, not knowing for 
how long, perhaps forever, and started 
for the Armory which was already 
nearly full. 
We were formed into line, 


both members and volunteers. Our 
colonel then made .some appropriate 
remarks, telling us of the great respon- 
sibility that rested unon every man, of 
the hardships and trials that wo might 
be called upon to pass through, and 
perhaps death would separate us from 
one another, that he thought it his duty 
to advise us, one and all, to arrange 
our business affairs so that we might 
be ready to leave here in the evening or 
early the next morning, and then gave 
the order that all who were ready to go 
should step one pace to the front, and 
immediately llfi men took the step, not, 
leaving one to lag behind. It was a 
noble sight. 
We were Ihon excused 


until half past seven, when, after a 
street drill for an hour and a* half, we 
were dismissed until wo should hear 
tlio report of the guns upon the Parade. 
1 made all arrangements necessary for 
me, such as packing np a few 
things, 


and then laid down and slept until day- 
light, for I was too much excited to lie 
in bed after the sun appeared. 


After breakfast I went out to sec a 


few friends, and while doing so, abo'.it 
7 o'clock, the sound of the gnus came 
ringing out upon the morning air. I 
thought there was exciieincnt the day 
before, put it was nothing compared (o 
this day — men were hurrying in all di- 
rections, bidding a last good bye to fa- 
thers, mothers, wives, etc. We went 
directly to the Armory and reported 
for duty, but it was found that arrange- 
ments could not be made for leaving 
until half past eleven and at that hour 
we stood in lino under the escort of the 
past members of'-tho company and a 
long line (if. citizens 
We 
marched 


tlirounh Clarke street, down the south 
side of the Mall, and through Thames 
Street until we reached the head of 
Sayer's Wharf, where the steamer Perry 
awaited us, and, at half past one we 
were steaming np the river as fast as 
-he little boat could take us. 


Upon our arrival in Providence we 


marched 
directly to 
Railroad Hall, 


where we were to stay until ordered 


ff. The west end of the hall was used 
'or sleeping, the cast end for the dining 
:ables. Guards were posted at differ- 
ent parts of the building with orders to 
iillow no man outside without a pass, 
l>ut in spite of Sergeant Hammond some 
of us passed down the elevator rope 
and came back all right when we got 
ready. 


At seven o'clock that evening we had 


jur first meal as soldiers, which con- 
sisted of bread, ham, cheese, pickles 
and coffee. After supper *"e lay around 
on the floor and talked of our prospects 
as well as many other things, until 
about fen o'clock when we turned in 
for a soldier's rest, but it was like the 
•e.st that comes to the troubled sea. 
Under the circumstances I'thoughtthat 
[ would not undress, for if our boots 
were taken off we would not know 
ivherc to look for them in the morning; 
we might find them in the Park or on 
some other man's feet or perhaps on 
some other man's head. But we weath- 
ered it out, with one eye open, as the 
saying is, until the reveille sounded, 
calling all hands up. Seven o'clock 
round Hi at the table doing justice to 
the breakfast, after which the guards 
were changed, and at half past eight 
we had Company drills and a street pa- 
rado. While we were here the differ- 
ent churches were open day and eve- 
ning and filled with patriotic ladies of 


all dcuomiumioiu, working upon the 
clothing for u» to weir, or upon the 
HeglmcnUI ting that wag presented to 
ihc regiment before the tint detach- 
ment was ready to leave. As wo p»»»- 
ed Gruco Church on our street parade, 
Yankee Doodle was being played upon 
the chime of holla. After drilling aliout 
an hour and a half we were dismissed 
until half past four, when we elected 
the following ollieers:-C'aptiiin-Ueorgo 
W. Tew. 
First Uout.-Wm. A. Sted- 


man. Second Lieut.—II. Ij. Slouuin. 
Ensign or Third Lieut.—James 
II. 


Chappelle. At six o'clock the supper 
call was sounded, and after supper the 
evening wastpent as the previous one; 
by most of the men, but some of us got 
a pass and had a good night's rest at 
Karl's Motel on North Main Street, 


On Friday morning, HHh, we reported 


hack all right and in good season for 
breakfast. 
After breakfast came drill 


for an hour, and not much moro was 
done during the day. 
Night came on 


in its regular round and forced sleep to 
our eyes. 
It was moro ipiietthan the 


others had been, but I am not quite 
sure whether it was because wo wore 
more tired or because those noisy Hris- 
tol boys had gone home; they wore 
not needed as a company, as the regi- 
ment was full when they came, but 
they came with swallow-tail coats and 
red and white plumes all ready for 
glory. We got along all right after 
that. 


On Saturday, April 20, at sunrise wo 


wore roused by the reveille. This was 
the day set for our departure, but the 
clothing for all the men could not he 
ready, so it was thought best to send 
live companies today and the other live 
during the next week. Our usual meat 
(breakfast) was oaten at the regular 
time and at eleven o'clock wo fell in 
and marched down street without mus 
kets and were fitted out with a black 
felt hat turned up at one side with a 
brass spread eagle upon it, a dark blue 
flannel blouse, grey pants, new shoos, 
uml^r clothing, socks, knapsacks, and 
a grey and a red blanket, made with 
holes in the centre so that it might he 
used as an overcoat by letting it down 
upon the shoulder and bolting in at the 
waist. I guess if you could have seen 
us yon would have laughed, hut we all 
enjoyed it and after we dressed up in 
our now clothes we looked 'like real 
soldiers. 


At one o'clock we ate our last meal 


in Providence and soon after formed in 
lino in front of the hall, when a tall, 
noble looking man came along and the 
question was asked over and over again 
"Who is he? Who is he?" and the an- 
swer came, ''Why, its liurnside, our 
Colonel," and cheer after cheer went 
up. At:) o'clock wo took up the line 
of march through the principal streets 
of the city, to the wharf at the south 
end, where we wore separated from 
half of our hoys and marched on hoard 
of the steamer Umpire State of the Fall 
River line. In a short time we were on 
our way down the bay, amid the firing 
of cannon and loud hurrahs, and this 
was kept up all the way down. At half 
past six we passed through ,thc harhor 
jf old Newport, receiving a good sa- 
lute from those same old guns of the 
Artillery, placed upon the causeway on 
Washington street. Wo moved slowly 
past long wharf, where wo were hearti- 
y cheered, then down between the 
points and in passing Fort Adams 
were sainted by the only man there, 
ind we shall always remember him as 
a faithful and patriotic soldier of 1801. 
Wo passed out. through the channel 
ind were noon upon the rolling deep 
Kinging "Life on the ocean wave," and 
for the first time wo began to realize the 
mission wo were on. 
Wo arrived in 


the harbor of Now York quite early on 
Sunday morning and came to anchor 
where we lay for the day. At half 
past four in the afternoon wo embark- 
ed on" hoard the steamer Coatzaeolcos 
ind left the city, passing near one of 
the piers from which we were shower- 
ed by our friends with cheer after cheer 
and also with oranges. We passed out, 
led by the U. S. Revenue Cutter' Har- 
lot Lane, and followed by the Baltic, 
with the 7th N. G. Regiment on board, 
the Columbia, with the 71st Now York 
Regiment, and the R. It. Cuyler with 
the Sth Massachusetts Regiment, form- 
ing a fleet of five steamers and under 
sealed orders not to be opened until a 
certain point was reached at sea. 


Our first night upon the sea was spent 


quite pleasantly, and I thought if I 
could got my sea legs on I would like 
to see Ihe sun rise while wo were at 
sea. I looked for It in its proper place, 
as I thought, but think that for once It 
must have risen in the west. Wo were 
called to breakfast at about 7 o'cloetc. 
After that it began to grow very hot, 
nit the licet still kept on its way ami 
;he rough sea and excessive heat caus- 
ed some of us to get sea-sick. 
At 


lightfiill wo had entered Lynn Haven 
[toads. The night was settling down 
ipon us and none of us knew what 
might be in our pathway through the 
darkness. We were obliged to move 
with caution, as tlio lights along the 
coast were all put out and nothing to 
guide us but the stars and the compas, 
and after sailing along awhile we drop- 
icd anchor to prevent being driven up- 
>n the rocks. A tug came dancing over 
,hesea during the afternoon, directly 
,owards us, and we were ordered to fall 
n and ammunition was distributed to 
;ho men, but very soon we could sec 
.hat she bore the American Hag, and in 
massing us we soon learned that she was 
)n her way to New York to take the 
lews of the burning of the Gosport 
navy yard at Norfolk, by our own men 
;o prevent its falling into the hands OP 
,ho enemy. We were all very anxious, 
as a hostile shore lay upon cither side, 
only a few miles distant, and a sudden 
attack by an armed fleet might destroy 
us all. We were in doubt whether we 
still held possession of Fortress Monroe 
or not, and evcrv precaution was taken 
against an attack or surprise. Faithful 
guards were posted upon the most ex- 
msed parts of the ship, while those not 
>n guard lay with thcirmnskets at their 
sides ready for action. At last, over- 
come by sleep, we turned over, and 
while listening to the tramp of the sen- 
tinel's feet upon the upper deck, passed 
nto dreamland. 


Tuesday morning arrived in due time 


anil the reveille brought us to our feet, 
out we had not been disturbed by the 
_ucmy through the night, and very 
ihankfnrwe were. The sun came up in 
iplcndor and soon wo came in sight of 
the stone walls of the old fortress over 
which the dear old Hag was waiving 
proudly. On board of one of our ships 
was a regiment to re-enforce this fort, 
and boats passed from one steamer to 
another with words of greeting and 
good cheer. At twilight, we were with- 
in, or rather entering, Annapolis Roads 
ivbcre we came to anchor near the old 
frigate Constitution. When morning 
came we were ordered to company 
Irills, and onr company being upon 
the upper deck in the broiling sun 
where it was difficult to breathe, some 
of us had to be taken below. 


At "i o'clock in the afternoon we pass- 


ed from our steamer to a smaller one. 
and were then landed at the wharf of 
the Naval Academy where wo formed 
into line and marched to one of the 
rinw buildings of the Academy. Horn 
wo slept for the first time upon the soft 
side of a hard pine floor, very tired, 
without supper and weak from sea-sick- 
ness, hut wo slept soundly until day- 
light, when there was a rush for the 
pump. Wo filled the lontjlhorso-trough 
with water and had one good wash,such 
as our hands and faces had not soon 


•luce we left homo. We found the town 
In tueuouowroiiof Gen. Butler and lili 
brave Massachusetts men, but the only 
place where our Hag wan wieu win at 
the Naval Academy. > 


Tho hoys of the 7Ut N. Y. passed on 


after landing from the ship, and lome 
of the boys of the 8th UatuaciiuutM, 
who hud eeen service upon the oeawere 
found very useful in gelling the old 
ship Constitution over the bar and send- 
ing her on her way to Newport, R. I. 
After that they too passed out upon the 
road whoro they found the track all 
torn up and the engine disabled. Some 
of these mull went to wuik ;tud re-laid 
the track while others, after examining 
the engine and finding that they had 
made the sumo in tlio shops at Lowell 
or Lawrence, found it quite easy to 
place the parts together again, and after 
a few hours of labor it was upon the 
track, together with the cars, waiting 
for orders. 


At 0 o'clock in the morning wo, too, 


weru on the road towards the junction. 
Wo marched about two miles, then came 
to a halt and ate some hard tack; then 
l>assed on again a few miles and again 
iialted, and this vrns continued some 
time. Tlio reason of so many halts be- 
ing made was on account of the broken 
down horses, mules and teams that we 
wore obliged to hire at Annapolis to 
assist our own teams in carrying our 
luggage and stores. During this inarch, 
in asking any person on tlio road how 
many miles it was to the junction, we 
always received the same answer—!) 
miles. 
At half past three wo had 


marched twelve irulcs, and encamped 
for the night In an open field, with the 
railroad in front and a heavy wood'in 
the rear, while upon tlio opposite side 
of the track was a sort of tavern or 
grog shop, undoubtedly a place where 
a number of secessionists were assem- 
bled. It was pointed out to us as the 
place from which an attack would bo 
made upon us and guards were posted 
all around this building. But no attack 
was made, and we built our camp fires 
and made coffee and roasted potatoes, 
and then turned in for the night. When- 
ever we had occasion to salute a person 
on the road to this place ho would re- 
turn it with a scowl and look upon us 
us nothing hut vulgar Yankees, giving 
occasionally a wish that wo might nev- 
er reach Washington alive; hut far from 
one or two farni-liomtes on the road we 
received a hearty greeting, and when 
the sun, pouring down upon our heads, 
caused me to give out from weakness, 
and I was almost ready to drop, our 
second sergeant ran to one of these 
farm-houses and secured a good cup of 
tea which helped mo on for a while.— 
Markham took my mnskct and offered 
jO take me, too, but that was not nec- 
essary, so 1 moved on with the others 
until 1 reached this place. 


At:j o'clock on Friday morning wo 


were aroused by the drums and wore 
soon otY to fill up the time as best we 
could, until we arrived at the junction, 
stopping a short time to eat of the hard 
tack and juuk from onr haversacks,and 


drink from our canteens. 
Tlio first 


sight that our ojes rested upon was a 
^ood-sized pig, hung up by the heels in 
tho camp of tlio 71st, with a roaringllre 
underneath, evidently with a view to 
having a dish of roast pork for dinner, 
and otV in another direction was a sol- 
dier chasing a hen, It may be he was 
drilling in tho movements of charge- 
bayonet. We set at work loading the 
cars with our luggage and supplies and 
then the regiments got in the best they 
could. I know that tho best place I 
could flnd was upon tho second step on 
tho right of the platform, and by put- 
ting my arm through the iron railing 
was kept in my place and bad a good 
nap until we reached Washington. Scn- 
Linels wore posted-all along tlio road to 
protect it from being torn up again.
